Have Awful Grouch 


Kindling at The Rink? 


Decline to Start Race as 
Long as Gov. Hughes is 
on The Fair Grounds 


[Bv Telegraph to The Agt] 


Ballston. X. Y., Aug. 27.—The open- 


ly expressed hostility of owners of 
trotting horses taking part in the 
events at the Saratoga 
county fair 


toward Governor Charles E. Hughes 
held up the racing program at the 
fair grounds for an hour and a half. 


Governor Hughes was a visitor at 


the fair and addressed axbig gathering, 
which gave him a hearty welcome 
and an attentive hearing, ine gover- 
nor's presence on the grounds, how- 
ever, was resented by the horse ov.-n- 
ers, who have taken exception to the 
governor's efforts'to suppress betting 
on the racetracks of the state. As a 
consequence 
they refused 
to start 


their horses while the executive wa& 
on the grounds. 
_ The "strike" of the horse owners 
created an unprecedented situation, 
and caused the management of the 
fair marked embarrassment. 
When 


the conditions became known, a sen- 
sation was created among the thou- 
sands of spectators on the grounds 
and considerable pressure was put 
upon the trotting men to change their 
attitude and run oft the races as 
scheduled. 


Fair Officials Take Hand. 


In this the officials of the 
fair 


took the 
lead, urging their 
case; 


strongly upon the recalcitarant own- 
ers and pointing out the awkwardness 
of the situation caused by the balk in 
the 
program. 
Their 
efforts 
were 


fruitless, however, the owners 
re- 


maining .obdurate, and for an hour 
and a half refusing to budge 
from 


their position. They openly declared 
that Governor Hughes had antago- 
nized their interests and that they 
proposed to retaliate by refusing to 
take their horses out on the track 
while he was present. 


Those in charge of the fair threat- 


ened to have the owners disqualified 
for their refusal to come to time when 
the races were called, but even mis 
threat had no effect in altering their 
attitude, and the races were hold up 
during the entire period of the exec- 
utive's visit to the fair. 
Immediately 


upon his departure the- racing pre- 
ceded.
